An Interesting Interview — The 
Troubles of the Central American 
States Ascribed to the Insane Acts 
and Overweening Ambition of the 
Late Barrios. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

* New Tonx. June 4—Dr. Rafael Zaldivar, Presi- 
dent of the Central American Republic of Salvador 
arriyed here in the steamship Avapulco from Pan- 
ama. The exciting events which have occurred in 
Central America during the past few months haye 
madethe names of men engaged in them well 
known in this country. Your correspondent called 
upon President Zaldivar yesterday at the Windsor 
Hotel and wag cordially received. The President is 
aman below the medium height, broad-shouldered 
and inclined tq corpulency. His smoothly-shaven 
face is set off with a mustache and his brown skin 
shows his southern birth. He speaks hardly any 
English, is suave in his manner and apparently an 
earnest, energetic man, well versed inthe ways of 
the world. Accompanying him are Senor Carlos 
Saiazar and Col. R. Colos, his adjutant-general. 

President Zaldivar said: “I presume you wish to 
know the facts in the case of the revolution in my 
distracted country. Her ills I ascribe altogether to 
the insane acts of President Barrios, of Guatemala, 
Through his overweening ambition and intense love 
of power the troubles which have visited, not won| 
my own State, but also all the other Cen 
American States, has been brought about.“ 

“Will you relate the causes and results of the 
troubles in Central America?” asked the news 
man. 

“Willingly,” responded the President. “I am 
only too anxious to have the people of the United 
States understand my position in the

To 
the late President Barrios, personally and ‘officially 
we were friendly up to a recent date. In February 
last we made an agreement between ourselves that 
we would do everything in our power to brin 
about a confederation of the Cent 
American States peacefully, and it was also under- 
stood and agreed between President Barrios and 
myself that neither of us should accept the Presi- 
dency of the united republic for the first term. 
There were larly appointed commissioners 
present when this plan was proposed, from Hon- 
duras, Costa Rica and Nicaragua.

After this I had a number of interviews with Bar- 
rios, and he igvariably agreed with the views ex- 
pr on former occasions.

Lonpon, June 4.--The eve of the reassembling of 
Parliament was marked by three important speeches 
viz.: By Chamberlain, before his new constituency 
at Birmingham; by Churchill in East London, and 
Trevelyan at Galashiels. Chamberiain repeated 
his familiar views, but did so with such firmness 
and dignity as to emphasize their significance. His 
eloquent defense of Gladstone, as a man and Min- 
ister, against the recent insulting attacks in and 
out of the Commons, was éspecially impressive. 
The Irish Land Bill, he said, would be a monument 
to Gladstone’s genius. Toynbee's words about the 
bill will be remembered, and that 
with it Socialism was introduced into 
English politics. Therefore the above throws more 
light on Chamberlain's news. Referring to the 
attack upon himself for his Socialistic expressions. 
he paused, and then said, simply and slowly: 1 
have nothing to withdraw. Coercion, he declared. 
was only for an emergency. He intimated plainly 
that the self-government the Cabinet will give 
Ireland will be the same as that for Scotland and 
England. The Lords“ recent action on the medical 
relief was called a monstrous injustice. The chief 
point of Trevelyn's speech was the statement that 
there was no other direction in which we can move 
with safety as regards Ireland, except toward local 
responsibility. Such declarations as the above 
show the sure advance of the Irish cause. 

CHURCHILL'S SPEKCH. : 

Churchill entertained his audience immensely by 
a long description of what he called the ten Irish 
policies of the present Government, and their nine 
Central Asian policies and eighteen Egyptian 
policies. Tbe Tory policy of the future, he de- 
glared, must be thoroughly democratic. He sum- 
marized it as follows: For Ireland, a return to the 
policy of Pitt, Peel and Beaconsfield; a compre- 
hensive revision of the present fiscal revenue 
arrangements; rigorous retrenchment in national 
finance; re orm of procedure of the Commons by 
meeting earlier, rising earlier and giving much 
larger power to the committees of the House; a large 
scheme of local reform. for Ireland, Engiand and 
the metropolis; a comprehensive inquiry into the 
whole operation of the Indian government, con- 
firming British predominance in Egypt, and mak- 
ing u close alliance with the Sultan. The Con- 
servative papers this morning point with pride to 
this definition of the Tory position. The News not in- 
aptly describes it as a policy to put things straight. 

MINISTER PHELPS. 

The speech of Minister Phelps at the banquet of 
the Judges last night was expected with great in- 
terest as his first public appearance. He made an 
excellent impression, and is considered to have 
confirmed all the good things said of him, 

THE GOVERNMENT OF IRELAND, 

Lonpon, June 4.—Stories about Lord Spencer's 
immediate resignation are once more fiving about. 
They are hardly worth contradicting. it is safe to 
say that they will be repeated as often as Irish 
business brings him to London. The basis on 
which they are supposed te rest is the alleged con - 
troversy in the Cabinet about the renewal of the 
Crimes Act for Ireland. No doubt there is a party 
in the Cabinet which thinks it possible to govern 
Ireland without the safeguards which the Act pro- 
vides. It seems to be understood tha: the Act will 
not be reversed as a whole. The controversy, so 
far as it exists, turnson the question of what pro- 
visions should be continued, and what can pru- 
dently be supposed to lapse. A writer who is sup- 
posed to derive his inspiration from Mr. Chamber- 
lain, states that the clauses on which Lord Spencer 
sets the greatest value are those which provide a 
change of venue for the trial of crimes at the direc 
tion of the Attorney-General, which regulate the 
constitution of special juries, and which enable 
two resident Migistrates to try cases under 

THE SUMMARY JURISDICTION ACT 
without sending them to a jury. Perhaps Mr. 
Chamberlain is not the best authority on Lord 
Spencer, but he is very good authority on Mr. 
Chamberlain. If these are not what Lord Spencer 
wants, or all he wants, they may well be what Mr. 
Chamberlain and Parnel! most dislike. 

That Lord Spencer will ultimately resign if he is 
deprived of the means he thinks essential for the 
good of Ireland may be taken for granted. He is 
not & man to accept responsibilities without power. 
But everything points to a compromise on 
the Crimes Act. This is a Cabinet of com- 
promise, if not a Cabinet of concessions. The 
compromise begins inside of it and extends thence 
all over the face of the World. They will atcend to 
Ireland. What exact shape they will take is not 
yet settled, but soon must be. Mr. Chamberlain 
has no objection to compromise, and surely not 
when they consist of concessions by his opponents. 
He would be willing, it seems, to renew certain 
clauses of the Act for one year instead of three. 
He would accompany the renewal with that modi- 
fied form of home rule known as a lũocal 
government, but a bill which may or 
may not in fact answer to the 
aspirations of the Nationalist party. The chief 
idea of the measure would be to substitute election 
for the appointment of county boards, for grand 
juries, and a central council in Dublin to be chosen 
by the local board. So says another paper, to 
which Mr. Chamberlain's friends sometimes supply 
suggestions. Any such measure would, in any 
case, be left to the next Parliament to pass or 
reject. The Irish Conservative papers are disposed 
to think that something like

THE State Railroad Commissioners officially 
report to the State Board of Equalization that 
the railroads of Missouri are worth $130,000,000, 
are held at a higher valuation by their owners, 
and are earning a handsome return on the valu- 
ation of the Commissioners. But the railroad 
people themselves insist that it will be unjust 
to tax railroad property ata valuation which 
is hardly one-third of its cost, and that it would 
be un just even to tax it at its actual value 
as indicated by its net earnings. In 
support of their proposition that the 
aggregate valuation of Missouri roads for tax- 
ation Should not, exceed $40,000,000, they make 
the astonishing statement that no other prop- 
erty in Missouri pays taxes on its full value. 
Without entering into the dispute as to the 
actual value of the railroad property in ques- 
tion, we can convince these gentlemen, if they 
will call on us, that real estate in St. Louis is not 
only taxed at its full value, but at mBre than 
its full value in some cases. We can point out 
property which has been assessed for taxation 
at $6,000 while members of the Board of Re- 
vision were trying in vain, as real-estate agents, 
to sell it for $5,000, and even after it had been 
sold for $4,508. 

For the St. Louis Gas Light Company Mr. 
Soc NEwMAN announces that only $1 50 will 
bo charged for gas consumed after June 1, in 
cooking or heating, while the same Ts 
will be charged the old price of $2 50 für the 
same gas when used for lighting. Mr. Nxw- 
MAN substantially admits that the additional 
dollar charged for gas used in lighting is 
simply an extortion of 66% per cent more than 
is necessary to-yield the company ample com- 
pensation. He even substantially admits that 
the assumed power of the company to extort 
any price it pleases until 1890 is exercised how 
only for a backmailing purpose—that is, to 
extort from the city a twenty or thirty year 
extension of the company’s franchise. In ef- 
fect the company says to the gas consumers of 
St. Louis: “It is now very profitable to fur- 
nish gas at $1 50. But we have long made 
you pay a dollar too much, and we can and 
will make you pay it five years longer, unless 
you bribe us to let you have gas at a fairer 
price by extending our franchise to enable us 
to treat anoth»r generation as we have treated 
you.” There is more cheek than soul in such 
an offer for a franchise that is presumably 
worth millions to any company getting it.

A young Missourian born of naturalized 
parents on Missouri soil was taken from 4 
school in trermany and forced to serve in the 
German army asa German subject, and when 
the case was submitted to President GRAxr's 
Attorney-General, the latter held in substance 
that our Government had no right to complain, 
since an existing treaty authorized Germany 
to make an invidious distinction between 
American citizens of German blood and 
all other American citizens—to disregard 
the citizenship of the former and to deal with 
them and with their American born sons as 
German subjects, if they should dare to re- 
turn to Germany for a longer stay than two 
years. The fourth article of the Bancroft 
treaty of 1868 contained the following pro- 
visions: 

“If a German naturalized in America renews his 
residence in North Germany without the intent to 
return to America, he shall be held to have re- 
nounced his naturalization in the United States. 
„„ The intent not to return may be held to 


exist when the person naturalized in the one coun- 
try resides more than two years in the other coun- 


try. 

American citizenship is dishonored and its 
rights are outraged by our own Government 
every hour that this disgraceful and humiliat- 
ing treaty is continued in force. If Mr. Bay- 
ARD does not give prompt notice of the inten- 
tion of our Government to terminate it as soon 
as possible, unless Germany in the meantime 
consents to a modification of its odious feat- 
ures, he will not meet the expectations raised 
by his recent indorsement of the Marcy posi- 
tion on the Koszta case. It is ridiculous to 
talk about protecting as American citi- 
zens in Mexico persons who have only 
declared an intention to become  citi- 
zens, While we formally authorize Germany 
to treat fully naturalized citizens of the United 
States as German subjects, if they are of Ger- 
man blood and dare to sojourn in Germany as 
long as other Americans have a right to. 

The only apology for the treaty of 1868 on our 
part is that the clause restricting the residence 
of German-Americans in Germany was to pre- 
vent them from using American natural- 
ization papers with a German residence 
to escape military service in both coun- 
tries, and from claiming American interference 
and protection when their American citizen- 


the intention of returning to Germany to re- 
main there as agitators and plotters of treason. 
This is an absurd apology, because a residence 
of less than two years in Germany would en- 
able any German-American to dodge so rare a 
thing as a military draft in this country and 
American citizenship does not protect any man 
in the commission of treason, felonv or other 
crime against the laws of any foreign country 
in which he may be sojourning. 

On the other hand, it is not consistent with 
the honor and dignity of this Republic to dis- 
criminate against any class of its citizens in 
regard to their rights as sojourners abroad, or 
to consent to any such discrimination by any 
foreign Government. The simple truth is that 
a German, educated by political tife in Amer- 
ica and prosperous enough to reside in the Fa- 
therland while his children are taking the 
course of the great German literary and art 
schools, is himself an educator whom Brs- 
MARCK hates and fears. The treaty was noth- 
ing in the world but a shameful concession to 
BIsMARCK’s policy of discouraging emigra- 
tion to this eountry by discriminating against 
everything American, and especially against 
German-Americans and the ideas they are dis- 
seminating through Germany. Mr. Bayarp, 
we believe, will take steps to relieve our Gov-

But the gay young Lotharios of St. Louis go to 
Kirkwood and look over the gerden wall in the 
the gloaming and wave handkerchiefs up at the 
windows when the daisies star the vale. Among 
others, Mr. B. Gratz Brown, jr., the son of a great 
and good man, who did à deal of political and other 
Hirting in his day, went to Kirkwood with some 
boon companions, cast sheep's eyes at the semi- 
nary aforesaid, and were ail promptiy arrested for 
trespass. When they were brought up before the 
Justice the boon companions all pleaded guilty, 
begged pardon, and were let off with a reprimand 
and a promise not to do so again.

BREAKFASTING ON LOOUSTS. 


The Dainty Dish a Washington Ento- 
mologist Set Before His Visitor. 
From a Washington Dispatch.
